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Proceedings of the Annual Meeting of the Apollo Association 

for 1842. 

The fourth Annual Meeting of the Apollo Association, for the 
promotion of the Fine Arts in the United States, was held on 
Friday evening, December 23rd, 1842, in the Lecture Room of 
the New- York Society Library, the President of the Society, 
Daniel Stanton, in the chair. The proceedings of the Meeting 
were opened with a short address by the President, congratulating 
the friends and members of the Institution upon its increased pros- 
perity, and briefly refering to some of the reasons on which its 
friends found its claims to support and patronage. 

Mr. Charles F. Briggs, in behalf of the Committee appointed 
for that purpose, read the Annual Report of the Committee of 
Management; and on motion of Mr. James T. Brady, accompa- 
nied with an address on the advantages and prospects of the In- 
stitution, 

Resolved — That the Report be accepted and printed. 

Mr. Charles M. Leupp, in behalf of the Committee appointed 
to revise and amend the Constitution, reported an amended 
Constitution ; which was read by the Recording Secretary, and, 
on motion of Mr. T. W. Tucker, accompanied with an address, 

Resolved — That the Constitution as reported and read, be 
adopted, and printed with the Annual Report.
